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FUTURE OF THE COLORED RACE. 
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Views of Fred Douglass eon the Subject 
Expressed. : 

Wasuincroy, April 19.—One of the prin- 
cipal features of the HKmancipation day 
telebration here was a meeting  to- 
bight at the Congregational church, 
at which Fred Douglass was the ora- 
tor. He discussed the present condition and 
the future of the negro race in this country, 
wlitically ‘and socially. With regard to the 
latter branch of the subject he said: 


The 


 “Whatis to be the future ol the colored 
people of this country? Three different so- 
lutions to this difficult problem have been 


given and adopted by different classes of the 
American people—first, colonization in Af- 
rica; extinction through poverty, 
disease and death: third, assimilation and 
unification with the great body of the Amer- 
ican people. I donot look for colonization 
either in or outside of the United States. Af- 
rica is too far off,even if we desired to go 
there. which we do not. Removal to any of 
the territories is out of the question. We have 
no business to put ourselyes before the 
bayonets of the white race. 
We have seen the fate of the In- 
dian. As to extinction, the prospect in that 
direction has been greatly clouded by the 
census just -taken, in which it is seen that 
our increase is ten per cent greater than that 
of the white people of the south. There is 
but one destiny. it seems to me, left for us, 
and that is to make ourselves and be made by 
others a part of the American people in every 
sense of the word. Assimilation, not isola- 
tion, is our true policy and our natural des- 
tiny. Unification for us is life; separation }s 
death. We cannot afford to set up for our- 
selves a separate political party or adopt for 
ourselves a political creed apart from the rest 
of gur fellow-citizens.

THE DYNAMITE PLOT REVEALED. 


Norman Turns Informer, and Narrates the Whole 
Story From New Yerk to Manchester. 
Lonpon, April 19.— Norman, Dalton, Wil- 
son, Dr. Gallagher, Bernard, Gallagher, Cur- 
tin, Ausburg and Whitehead, the eight 
men arrested on charges of being concerned 
in the dynamite conspiracy, were again 
brought up in -Bow street police court this 
morning. It was noticed as a significant fact 
that Norman was conveyed to a room by the 
detective separately from the other pris- 
Oners. Whitehead, who was brought here 
from Birmingham for'’trial, protested against 


bandcuffs being placed on his 
wrists. He declared that the entrance 
to the court room was the 


‘‘wates of hell.’’’ On the prisoners being ar- 
raigned in court, it was announced that Nor- 
man had turned informer. The rest of the 
prisoners, including Bernard, Gallagher and 
Whitehead were formally charged with 
treason felony. Mr. Poland, in opening the 
case for the crown, seid he bad a quantity of 
fresh evidence against the prisoners, which 
would be furnished at the proper time, 

. THE INFORMER’S NARRATION, 

Norman on being called to the stand testi- 
fied that his real name was William Joseph 
Lynch, and he was born of Irish parents in 
the state of New York. Lynch swore that he 
worked in October last at a coach builder’s in 
Brooklyn. At that time he joined 
a secret society in New York, the object of 
which was to tree Ireland by force. The mem- 
bers went bynumbers. The hall in which he 
was sworn was situated on the corner of Sec- 
ond and the Bewery. These were other asso- 
ciated clubs. The managers of the clubs were 
khown as distriét Members. They were not 
huown toeach @ther by theirnames. Mem- 
bers were selected to go on missions. He 
(Lynch) was sent to Dr. Thomas Gallagher, 
who lived on Manhattan avenue, Green Point, 
Long Isiand, opposite New York. Gailagher 
old him he wus to go to London. He would 
know what for when he got 
there. Gallagher gave him $50 
and told him to take steerage passage by the 
steamer Spain under the name of Norman. 
Gallagher gave him one hundred dollars more, 
and told him to go to London, and inquire at 
the American exchange for a letter addressed 
to him. Lynch did not want to go, as he had 
relatives to support, but finally went. Galia- 
gher gave hima small box. He examined 
this on the steamer, and finding it contained 
a spring which worked by pressure, 
he became alarmed and threw it 
into the sea. He arrived in 
London on the 22d of March. His first act 
was totake the ietter he had written to Galla- 
gher to Bowles’s exchange, to inform the lat- 


ter of his arrival and where he could be 
found. He saw Gallagher on the 27th or 


°8th of March, and walked with him past 
thescene of the recent explosion in the goy- 
ernment offices at Westminster 

TO BLOW UP THE PARLIAMENT HOUSE. 

He asked, Is that what we are going to 
do? Gallagher replied: *‘Yes, and it won't 
be child’s play, either.”” They passed halt 
way over Westminster bridge, when Ciallagh- 
er, who had been viewing the houses of par- 
liament, remarked: ‘‘They will make a great 
crash when they come down.’ Gallagher 
here-jumped to his feet and shouted: ‘You 
infamous liar!’ Th¢é witness continued: 

teturning they passed Scotland yard, and 
Gallagher said ‘“‘that is the headquarters of 
the detectives. It will come down, too.’’ Gal- 
lagher said he was staying at Charing 
Cross hotel, and gave witness £7, saying: 
“Don’t run sbort. The old man will provide 
for us.’’ On April 2d Gailagher told the wit- 
ness that he wanted him to gv to Hedsam 
street, Birmingham, and inquire for White- 
head, and tell him that he (Lynch) had been 
sent for material. He had never heard of 
Whitehead before. He went to Birmingham 
that morning. Before going Gallagher gave 
him £5 with which to buy a respectable 
trunk to putthe stuffin. He went to White- 
head’s factory, where he saw Whitehead and 
a boy. [The boy was here put in the witness 
box and identified by Lynch ] W hite- 
head put him in the way 
of procuring India rubber bags 
in which to carry nitro-glycerine. Witness 
confirmed all the evidence given at the bear- 
ing last Thursday as to Gallagher having 
calied for him under the name of Fletcher. 
Witness said that when Whitehead was load- 
ing the nitro-glycerine in the rubber bags he 
told him that a man had that same morning 
taken sixty pounds of the liquid. He asked 
W hitebead what the !iquid was, and was in- 
formed that ne would suon know. 
Whitehead here shouted from the dock, 
‘“You lie, you traitor.”’ 
Wicness said Gallagher met him in Lon- 
don. When he returned from Birmingham, 
with nitro-glycerine, he had not seem any of 
the prisoners before excépt Gallagher and 
Whitebead. Both of those men had spoken 
of sending another to London but they did 
not mentionany name. 

THE INFURMER’S FAINTING SPELL. 

The examination was adjourned till to- 
morrow. The witness spoke in a weak and 
indistinct voice, and at one point of his evi- 
dence he appeared as if about to faint. At 
tbe conclusion of his testimony, while the 
depositions were being read, he did faint, and 
had to be removed from the courtroom, In 
the course of his testimony concerning bis 
New York club experience, Lynch said he did 
not know O'Donovan Rossa personally, but 
heard that he had been to the club room. He 
was always spoken of there as the ‘‘old man.” 
Bernard Gallagher has made a statement to 
the effect that be is a native of Scotland, and 
returned there from America to work as an 
irop moulder. His brother, Dr. Galagher, 
paid his passage, but he was iguorant of the 
doctor's business, Bernard says he is not a 
Fenian or a member of any secret society. He 
declares that be was in Sing Sing, New York, 
at the time the explosion occurred in Glas- 
gow, With causing which he is charged. 

WHERE Is NO. 1?

|TAYLOR OF TENNESSEE. 


THE LAST OF THE CHATTANOOGA 
BANDITS ARRESTED. 
# 
The Fugitive’s Confession of His Guilt-His Flight 
from Jnstico After the Murder of Cate—Dogged 
in the Mountains—Burying His Broth- 
er—Seoond Flight end Capture. 


Emporia, Kansas, April 19.—Governor 
Bate, of Tennessee, has been informed that 
Andy Taylor, one of the murderers of Sheriff 
Cate, of Chattanooga, is held in jail here. The 
story of the criminal’s flight and detection is 
thrilling andinteresting. Taylor's confession 
was first made when he was under the infiu- 
ence of liquor and was not believed. He had 
been working with Dixon about six weeks 
under the name of John Presnall, and last 
Tuesday went to Emporia with his employer, 
imbibed freely of liquor, so that when Mr. 
Dixon got ready to go home «in his wagon, 
Presnall declined to accompany him, but 
said he would go to Plymouth on the train. 
He had some difficulty with the conductor,and 
on his arrival at Plymouth went through the 
village, shooting off his revolver and creating 


something of a sensation. When Mr. Dixon 
return ed home he found Taylor, alias Pres. 
nal, in a drunken stupor, lying upon some 
vat sacks, and that he had attempied, or pre- 
tended to attempt, to shoot himself. Arriy- 
ing at the house Taylor sent for Mrs. Dixon, 
saying that he wanted to talk toher. She. 
sent word that she did not have time to talk 
with hinnw It was then he fired four shots at 
his head, two of which cut holes in the 
crown of his hat. J. A.. Dixon, brother of 
T. N., succeeded, after some trouble, in get- 
ting the revolver away from Taylor. Taylor 
was evidently stunned by the shots, for he 
labored under the impression for some min- 
utes that he had killed himself and com- 
menced to pray. 
CONFESSING HIS GUILT. 

He called for Mr. Dixun’s motber and told 
her he was going to die, and that he had been 
a hard case; that the name of Presnall, un- 
der which he had been going, was an assumed 
one; that his real name was Andy or Al. 
Taylor; that he was one of the Taylor boys 
who had some months before murdered the 
sheriff and deputy sheriff while these officers 
were conveying one of his brothers to the su- 
preme court; that he wanted Mr. Dixon to 
procure the reward offered for his arrest, and 
give half of it to his mother in Roane county, 
Tennessee; that he would give $1,000,000, if 
he had it, to see his old mother once more. 
When Dixon came Taylor made 
the same confession, and wanted to 
kill himself, Soon after Taylor be- 
came quiet, and Dixon went to Saflord 
and sent a telegram to the governor of Ten- 
nessee, asking for informatiun and a descrip- 
tion of Taylor, being still impressed that the 
latter’s confession was not genuine. By 
Wednesday morning Taylor had become 
sober. He took Mr. Dixon to the barn and 
related his story of the night before, making 
a full confession of the murder. He said he 
had had no peace since his hand had become 
dyed in the blood of the innocent officers: 
that the crime had haunted him day and 
night; that life was a burden to him. He 
plead in extenuation of the act that he was 
young and was_ persuaded into its 
commission by his brothers. After the 
escape of the murderers they spent 
five weeks on Lookout mountain roam- 
ing about and keeping out of sight of the 
oflicers or others who might betray th 
with ‘nothing to eat but raw meat. They 
were pursued by bloodhounds. The brothers 
then separated, the one now under arrest go- 
ing to Kentucky, Alavama and afterwards to 
Arkansas and Missouri. He and his brother 
John afterwards came together in Missouri. 
In aregion uninhabited and swampy, and 22 
miles from the nearest physician, John died 
of flux, amid suffering and misery. Al made 
the coffin for his brother and buried him 
alone. Two weeks before John’s death, the 
other brother, Robert, had been killed at Leba- 
non, Mo., by thesheriff, while resisting arrest. 

j A FLIGHT AND RECAPTURE. 

Aiter making this confession on Wednesday 
morning, Taylor said to Mr. Dixon that if he 
would pay him what was due him for work, 
he would leave and take one more chance at 
life, remarking: ‘“‘You can give me away if 
wantto;[donotcaremuch.’”’ Mr. Dixon gave 
him his money and told him 10 go, saying: 
‘Do the best you can for yourself.” Dison 
then came to Emporia and gaye information 
of the affair to the officers. Meantime he re- 
ceived a reply to his telegram, which substan- 
tiated Taylor’s story so far as to induce Dixon 
and the officers to take steps for immediate 
arrest. Mr. Dixon was sworn in as a dep- 
uty, and incompany with Deputy Sheriff 
Kramer took afreight train for the west hav- 
ing sent telegrams tothe railroad agents to 
watch the trains and giving them a descrip 
tion of Taylor. AtSafford the officers re- 
ceived information that Taylor had passed 
Peabody ona freight train going west, and 
received information at Peabody that the 
criminal was in custody. At Newton there 
was a ‘speck of war’’ at first about delivering 
Taylor to the officers, but the trouble was ad- 
justed, and Dixon and Kramer had 
the object of their search in charge. 
They brought him to Emporia, where 
he was jailed to await further developments. 
Governer Bate stated that as the legislature 
appropriated but $2,000 for the arrest of fugi- 
livesfrom justice, and $1,100 had already 
been paid out, there was now in the treasury 
but $900 for this purpose, and consequently 
tbe reward offered could not be paid at pres- 
ent. 
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THE CAREY-CURSED LAND. 


Eighteen Prisoners Convicted—Six of Them Con- 
demned to Death. 

April 19.—Timotby Kelley, an- 
other of the men charged with eo 
in the murders of Cavendish and Burke, was 
placed on triai this morning. Sullivan and 
McInerney Were appointed by the court to 
conduct the defense of the prisoner, Judge 
O’Brien having complied with thef request of 
Messers. Webb and Adams to be relievad 
from further duty in defending the accused 
men. The jury wasthensworn in. One of 
the membersis a Parnellite. It is consquent- 
ly expecied that the jury will fail to agree 
on a verdict. The evidence of the witnesses 
for the crown was mostly a repetition 
of that given in the cases of Joe Brady and 
Daniel Curley. James Carey swore that the 
conspirators bad resolved to murder Colonel 
Hillerand Barke in consequence of an article 
that appeared in the Freeman's Journal, 
speaking of the desirability of a thorough 
change of officials at Dublin castle, which had 
become an Augean stable. This same state- 
ment was made by Carey at the preliminary 
examination of the prisoners and was then 
declared by the Freeman’s Journal to be due 
to the fact that E. Dwyer Gray, the owner of 
that paper, when chairman of the municipal 
committee, had charged Carey, who was town 
counsellor, with conspiracy. 

St. Pererssure, April 19.—The trial of 
eighteen prisoners, nihilists, ended here to- 
day, und resulted in the conviction of all the 
prisoners. Six were condemned to death, 
two to lifelong servitude, and the remainder to

SOUTHERN PRESS.

The Grand Reception and Banquet to the Members of 
the Press Associati Sperches by Meesrse. 
Howell, Hanson, Nevin, Waish, Wilder 
and Osthers—The Fiowing Gobiet. 


CuHatTanooca, April 19.—The Southern 
press association took an excursion to Look- 
out mountain to-day, where the meeting was 
held. The following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year: President, Pat Walsh, of 
the Augusta Chrdhicle; vice-president, A. 
H. Belo, of the Galveston News; secretary, 
Adoiph 8. Ochs, of the Chattanooga Times; 
treasurer, M. M. Dwinell, of the Rome 
Courier. Executive committee.—F. 8, 
Nicholls, of the Memphis Avalanche; J. H. 
Estill, of the Savannah News; A. Lamar, of 
the Macon Messenger: E. P. Howell, of 
the Atlanta Constitution; E. A. Burke, 
of the New Orleans Times-Democrat. The 
constitution was so amended as to entitle to 
membership all southern newspapers receiy- 
ing the New York Associated press dispatches 
or any other association connected with New 
York. A resolution asking for an increase of 
1,000 words daily was adopted, and the execu- 
tive commictee required to report upon the 
feasibility of organizing a southern associated 
press forthe purchase and delivery of news to 
southern newspapers at the next annual meet- 
ing in Atlanta. The members left to-night 
for their bomes. The citizens of Chattanooga 
have handsomely entertained the association. 


AT THE BANQUET. 


Chattanosgsa Listens to the Seleus of the Southern 
Press. 
From the Chattanooga Democrat. 

The reception committee, consisting of 
General Wilder, H. M. ‘Wiltse, E. A. Jones, 
W. W. Yonge and L. G. Walker. then took 
the convention in carriages to the different 
manufactories of the city. All of them man 
ifested great surprise at the wonderful growth 
and development of the city, and seemed to 
enjoy their trip hugely. Last night a sumpt- 
uous banquet was tendered by the citizens of 
Chattanooga to the members of the Southern 


Press association at the Stanton house. At 
an early hour’ the citizens and 
their guests assembled in the parlors 


of the hotel, and joined in social conversation 
and pleasant interchange of views ard opin- 
ions, Ati10 6’clock supper was announced 
and all repaired to the dining-room, where we 
seta table loaded with everything to tempt 
the appetite and gratify the gnawings of hun- 
ger and thirst. There were inall seated atthe 
table some thirty five. persons, including the 
members of the citizenscommittee. After all 
had partaken rather heartily of the good 
things on the table, Major Evans arose and 
said: Gentlemen—lI propose as the first toast 
of the evening, ‘The Southern Press Associa- 
tion,’ and called on Colonel A. H Belo, of 
the Galveston Newstorespond. Co!onel Belo 
was absent from the room, having retired on 
account of indisposition. The next toast was 
*“THE ASSOCIATED PRESS’’ 
responded to by Major Pat Walsh, of the Au- 
gusta Chronicle and Constitutionalist. He 
alluded in glowing terms to Chattanooga’s 
growth. Hespoke of the importance of the 
manufacture of iron as being an influential 
factor in the upbuilding of the city. He 
eharacterized the reduction of the price of 
iron as one of the greatest misfortunes that 
could befa:l one section. He said that Chat- 


tanooga sod as the commercial nrouth off 


the Tennessee river, and was the distributing 
point for grain and produce for the cotton 
countries of the south; it was therefore impor 
tant tothe whole country that Chattanooga 
should grow and floursh. He spoke ofthe 
tariff, and said that although Augusta did 
not need protection, they were in that city, 
for all industries that would build up the 
cities of the south. Chattanooga, in his 
judgemen '§neeceid protection; her industries 
were of that class that needed fogtering, and 
therefore the government should extend that 
carefui guardianship that would insure the 
success of her enterprise. He called atten- 
tion to Chattanooga’s unparalleled facilities 
for transportation, especially by water, and 
hailed the day that would open up the lower 
Tennessee for Chattanooga’s trade as one 
that would place her ahead of any city in 
the state. 

In closing, Major Walsh spoke of General 
Wilder as being one of the most generous 
benefactors of the city, and he therefore pro- 
posed a toast to General Wilder, who rose and 
said that the credit of Chattanooga’s remark- 
able growth belonged to no one man; it was 
the work of all her er ergetic, active citizens. 
“Thirteen years ago,” said he, ‘the Roane 
Iron company started the first iron works 
in this city, the fiist manufacturing enter- 
prise, and to-day there are in the city seven- 
ty-two establishments for the manufacture of 
the various useful articles of commerce, and 
trades runs by steam.,’’ Chattanooza, 
he said, is growing in importance as a dis- 
tributing center for products of all kinds. 
There are floated down the Tennessee to this 
point from the country contiguous more than 
20 000,000 feet of lumber annually! After 
telling the members of the association that 
they had not seen a twentieth part of the 
city’s industries in their drive during the day, 
he closed by predicting that in a much sbor- 
ter time than that which had witnessed the 
growth of the city toits present dimensions 
we would be the peer of almost any city in 
the south. 

Mr. Evans arose and proposed the: toast, 
“The Press,’’ and called on Mr. Evan P. 
Howell, of Tue ATLANTA ConsTITCUTION. Mr. 
Howell said that he was not in the habit of 
speaking by electric light, but that he would 
do his best. He knew that the press outside 
had done Chattanooga great injustice; that 
local papers had always claimed great things 
for the city, but that he had héretofore 
believed that they were simply blowing their 
own horn, but that he had witnessed a ‘‘sight 
to-day that I would never have believed 
had I not seen it. If General Wilder, who 
chased me around over this country, had 
taken me to the summit of Lookout Moun- 
tain twenty years ago and predicted that at 
this time so large and industrious a city as 
this would be here in. soshorta time, I 
would have thought him insane.

MISS HILL’S,SUICIDE, 
The Sad End of a Beautiful YVourg Lady tn Warren 
County. 


The death of Miss Jodie Hill, beautiful six- 
teen year old daughter of Mr. J. D. Hill, of 
Smith’s Station, Alabama, while on a visit to 
the family of her uncle in Warren county, 
Georgia, has proved to be a case of suicide. 
Dr. Hulbert, of Warrenton, pronounces her 
death to be the result of strychnine. Miss 
Hill had been with her kin people four 
months, and was the centerfof a gay circle of 
friends, comprising the first people of the 
surrounding country. On _ Sunday night, 
with her cousin, Miss Alice Hill, shee retired 
at an early hour, carrying with her a tumbler 
of water, along with which she had prepared 
some pills and placed them on a table by 


the bed. Taking the pills, she placed them 
in her mouth, one by one, and rub- 
bing her hand down “her throat, 


said they were gone. Then she asked her 
cousin, Miss Alice, to sing ‘“‘Nearer my God 
to Thee.” Although Miss Alice wanted 
sleep, she raised it for her and sang a verse or 
two, and Mig@s Jodie finished singing it alone. 
Next she requested Miss Alice to sing ‘Just 
as | am without one plea, Oh, Lamb of God, 
I come, I come.’’ She was heard to sing that 
out, when she put out the light. She ap- 
peared to drink what was in the tumbler and 
made a noise like a paper, putting it to her 
mouth. Miss Alice roppe off to 
sleep awhile and was awakened by 
calls from Miss Jodie, saying, “Do, 
cousin, get up and giye me some 
oil and turpentine; Iam in so much pain and 
agony—make haste, or I'll be dead.’ She 
commenced to have spasms, and by the time 
her uncle and aunt and Miss Alice could get 
to hershe was having spasm after spasm, 
“Oh,” she exclaimed, ‘do, aunt, help me 
Oh, God save me! Oh, Jesus, save me! Oh, 
dear mother and father, come to your child's 
relief!’’ and thus she expired. This was 
about ten o'clock. Mrs. Hill, the girl’s aunt,

She asked could it kill folks, an@bo 
much would it take to kill a person. — 
this morning two little powders 
were found in the room; one in the fire place 
aud the other in hertrunk.

It’s thought she took a very 
small amount Saturday night, and that was 
the cause of her failure to eat and retain 
waatever she would drink and try to relish 
through the day. She has repeatedly told 
Miss Alice that if it wasn’t for fear of bein 
lost she would commit suicide. She woul 
not preserve any of her let- 
ters received from home, but would 
read them over about twice and then 
tear them up. She had just received a letter 
from her mother and a young geatleman 
friend of Florida. The letter was read by 
her relatives and there was nothing in it 
bearing upon the subject. Saturday she 
wrote to her mother and also to a young lady 
in Alabama, and was solicitous about the 
letters being mailed in time. The reasons— 
the causes are all shrouded with her lifeless 
form, mid sunshine and flowers, in a profound 
mystery. She was beautiful, of an amiable 
disposition, dignified, intelligent and greatly 
admired. Only about sixteen years of age, 
away from home, but the one daughter, with 
three younger brothers. They bade her good 
bye when she left for Georgia in the vigor of 
health, with sparkling eyes and hopeful of a 
long future. Now she will return to them 
speechiess, cottined and decorated with 
flowers placed there by kind and sympathiz; 
ing hands of friends. Her corpse will be car- 
ried offon the cars to-night to her home in 
Alabama.

OF THE COUNTY PRESS. 


The Result of the Guano Season at Senoia—Cutting o 
Swell~An O)4 Minato Ball- Fire in Houston— 
Neighborhocd Talk in Oobb-—Driven 
from Home by Cruel Parents. 


The Coweta Advertiser's Senoja correspondent 
says that the guano season is over, and the records 
at the railroad depot show that to this date 981 tons 
of fertilizers have been received there during the 
season just past; while 1,177 tons were received 
there during the season of 1*82, showing a differ. 
ence of 206 tons. These 296 tons represent 296 bales 
of LiverfSol middliug lint cotton, worth at least 
forty dollars per bale. These facts, therefore, show 
that about twelve thousand dollarsin clean cash 
will remain there next fail that left the year before 
to pay for _ fertilizers; that is, if as 
many bales of cotton are made this 
year as in 1882, and the probability is, there will be 
more. Ifonly three-fouths of the fertilizers sold at 
Senoia are paid for, then every year between 
thirty-five and forty thousand dollars worth of 
cotton is shipped from Senoia to pay for fertilizers. 
The best farmers in Georgia say that a discreet use 
of fertilizers pays, but these figures make it very 
problematical whether or not our farmers are using 
it discreetly. Despite all of this, however; it is in- 
teresting to learn that not as much as 
fifty bushels of corn have been shipped 
here since the first day of last January, and 
there would not have been any perhaps but for the 
fact that the sawmill men had been trading lumber 
for corn. Until very recently corn in almost any 
quantity could be bought there for sixty cents per 
bushel, and good fodder was seventy-five cents per 
hundred. It will also be an interesting fact to learn 
that there are now stored in the warehouses about 
one hundred and fifty bales of cotton belonging to 
the farmers,

THE TARIFF iSSUE. 

Some of our most esteemed democratic con- 
temporaries are commenting on Carter Har- 
rison’s tariff speech at the Iroquois club ban- 
quet with various symptoms of uneasiness, 
They see omens in the air, they hear rustling 
in the bushes, they smell the fumes of sul- 
phur. They profess to believe that if the 
tariff issue is insisted on in the campaign of 
1884 the democratic party will be torn into 
fragments and scattered to the four winds. 
All this is very silly. The esteemed contem 
poraries which have developed these astound- 
ing symptoms are altogether too neryous to 
take a reasonable survey of the situation. 
They take their cue from the republican or- 
gans, which, with their usual astuteness, are 
e ndeavoring to play a bluff game with the 
democratic party. 

Let our uneasy contemporaries compose 
themselves. The democratic campaign in 
1884 will be fought and won on the issue of re- 
vision and reduction of taxation, and this is 
the tariff issue. The congressional campaigns, 
in which the democrats were so generally vic- 
torious, were fought and won on that issue: 
there is no other issue in which the people 
are so vitally interested.

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THE PROSPECTS OF BUSINESS. 

Confidence in the future and activity at the 
present moment begin to characterize trade 
in this country. Trade begins to respond at 
last to last year’s good crop; and no matter 
how closely we analyze the situation, the 
prospects of business fora year to come de- 
pends almost wholly upon the crops that are 
in the ground or soon will be. The spring 
has been backward, and the condition of win- 
ter wheat is reported low in some localities; 
but even the gloomiest crop prophets admit 
that the crop may turn out well. Up to the 
10th of this month very little rain had fallen 
in California and Oregon, but the rains that 
hive come since that time render it certain 
that the wheat crop of the Pacific slope will 
exceed that 1882. The wheat acreage in Min- 
nesota and Dakota has been largely increased, 
andthe crop reports from Jexas, Missouri 
and kK ansas are very favorable. 
Tie Cincinnati Enquirer, after reviewing the 
g tuation, thinks that the crop of 1582-83 wiil 
b: fully as large as the crop of the previous 
year—or 525,000,000 bushels. The New York 
World says ‘‘the weather thus far this spring 
has made the crop prospects most favorable, 
The acreage planted will probably be larger 
teis year than ever before, while in Europe 
oaly two-thirds of an ayerage harvest is look- 
ei for under the most favorable circumstan °es 
‘by high authorities there. The United States 

will, unless all signs fail, nbaye a ready mar 
ket for breadstuffs, cotton and other domestic 
products for a year to come, and this being

If this view of the wheat 
crop is sustained by the weather, and if in 
addition the corn and cotton crops later on 
promise well,all the talk about hard times and 
panics and similar disasters may as well be dis- 
missed: forasecond good crop year means 
general prosperity, including of course many 
pdms of a speculative and perhaps ill-advised 
nature, 

The belief that the growing crops will turn 
out well has already revived business and re- 
stored confidence. This movement will be 
lasting -if the crops are good, and the busi- 


ness situation will steadily improve. The

port trade is heavy, and pending the tariff 
changes the imports are light; the crops of 
Europe can not well be up toan average on 
account of decreased acreage; immigration 
is almost at its maximum, and money is easy. 
The capitalists of Europe are becoming un- 
easy over their own securities on account of 
socialis.ic movements, and American securi 
ties are again sought for. The volume of 
trade, outsideof the iron and steel indus- 
tries, is increasing, and altogether there are 
no indications of trouble, always provided 
the crop reports continue to be satisfactory. 
We have simply to abstain from gloomy pre- 
dictions that the facts do not warrant, and 
wait until nature solves the problem. 


MAD DOGS IN GEORGIA. 

Ten years agoa mad dog was rarely heard 
of in Georgia, and there were numbersof peo- 
ple who doubted whether a real case of bydro- 
phobia had ever occurred in the state. Re- 
cently, however, a day rarely passes that our 
news columns do not chronicle the fact that 
ove or more mad dogs have made their ap- 
pearance in various parts ofthe state. We 
have heard of them in Clarke, in Hall, in 
Putnam, in Wilkinson, in Talbot, in Greene, 
in Oglethorpe, in Jasper, in Jones,-in Clay- 
ton, and in other cases. It has been supposed 
that the heated term, known as “‘dog days,” 
is favorable to the development of hydropho- 
bia, but the Georgia mad dog, claiming all 
seasons for his own, is as lively in the winter 
as in the summer season. During the coldest 
weather recently our correspondents and ex- 
changes reported some very violent cases of 
hydrophobia among the dogs. 

Thus far this epizootic of hydrophobia has 
had no serieus results; no person ‘has been 
bitten by any of the rabid dogs; but if the 
disease continues to increase and spread, as 
now seems to be likely, it is difficuit to see 
how people are to protect themselves. In 
view of this, the communication of Dr. J. H. 
Logan, printed in yesterday's CONSTITUTION, 
becomes of importance to the public. There 
may be occasions when even the simple rem- 
edies which Dr. Logan suggests are not withiu 
immediate reach. In that case, the best 
thing for the person bitten to do is to prompt- 
ly apply the lips to the wound and extract 
the virus in that way. 

The remedy for the dogs is with the legisla- 
ture, and, indirectly, that enlightened body 
is responsible for any serious result of the 
present epizootic character of the disease. 
The worthless, vagabond curs that are now 
wandering over the state, in couples and in 
dro%es, endangering the lives of men, women 
and children and destroying the sheep, ought 
to be killed out by taxation. There is no 
man too poor topay atax ona valuable dog 
provided he owns one, and the result of such 
a tax would be to destroy all the worthless 
dogs in the state. 

We know very well that the legislature will 
do nothing of the sort; we know very well 
that the species of demagogery which has here- 
tofore prevented the levying of a tax on dogs 
is as prevalent now as ever; but that shall 
not prevent us from calling the attention of 
the Peagreen element to its duty.

The Seney System. 

“Gath,” in Cincinnati Enquirer. 
You must understand that in reporting this con 
versation of Mr, Seney, I may not get it exactly 
Straight, but he answered my questious to the effect 
that he was of well knowa public stock, both in 
his name and his connections, which originated in 
Maryland, and finally sent a shoot of the family to 
New York state. His manner was very modest, ana 
his remarks like one rather desirous to be informed 
than inform. He said he had not identified him- 


self especially, but kuew his relation § to 
the above parties. I think [ in- 
quired about the Seney system of railroads, as 


it is called, in the southern states. He took a little 
map out and showed me Bristol, ou the border of 
Tennessee;and Virginia, where his railroad sys- 
tems begin, and drew the line down to Chattanooga 
and Rome, Ga , and showed how from Chattanooga 
there was a lease of twenty years on the Memphis 
and Charleston railroad by the samé combination, 
and how from Rome the same concern owned the 
line to Selma and on tg the Mississippi river. - He 
pointed out how he and his friends had built a 
road from Rome, Ga., by Aldanta to Macon, and 
thence owned the railroad to Brunswick, on the 
cvast. I told him tbat Ihad been reading some- 
where that Mr. Gould had an idea of linking on his 
Texas and Missouri Pacific system to the Seney 
system at Memphis. 
*yes,"’ said Mr. seney, ‘‘that has been broached 
as a rumor; and more recently the idea that the 
Gould system might connect with ours from Shreve- 
port, La., through the northern part of the state of 
Louisiana to Vicksburg.”’ 

He did not volunteer any information on these 
matters, and I did not pressit. Mr. Seney ;then 
asked me some general questions about the south— 
whatl thoughit of its economical future; how the 
cultivation of coiton and the cotton-mills were do 
ing there, and about the relative sizes of the cities 
in Georgia and their relative force. He asked par- 
ticularly about the towns of Rome, Augusta and 
Oxford. Imentioned having seen a year or more 
ago some institutions he had vefriended in Georgia, 
and it seemed to me that he rather desired infor- 
mation abeut them than possessed it. 

Mr. Thomas, who comes from the foot of the Hock- 
ing Valley,somewhere about Portsmouth, is an iron 
furnace man. Mr. Brice, the son ofa Presbyterian 
minister, is from northwestern Obio. There are two 
or three other persons in this combination,and they 
have made theirimpression on our times by the vi- 
tality with which they develop railroad construct- 
tion, and keep things alive after the old hands at 
the market have.either losi their confidence or be- 
come weary. At this moment while Gould is 
aboutto start ona yachting expedition, and the 
Vanderbilts have gone in for pieasure, and the 
Huntington systems, both from the Chesapeake 
and the gulf, are about done, the young men 
around Mr. Seney are not only reaching out for de- 
velopment and connections, but they are following 
the example of the banker at their head, doing 
quiet works oi charity—not such as are impressed 
upon them by mendicancy and audacity, but such 
things as come within their range of feasibility and 
propriety. 

When they built the Nickel-Plate railroad they 
were menaced by weak or treacherous men, and it 
was the marvel of some of their friends that they 
had the tenacity to hang on as they did. However 
weak they 1aay,have been, and that is merely a tra- 
dition here, they were strong enough to force the 
Vanderbilts to buy their property and make them 
ailrich. They have now embarked ina very com- 
prehensive southern system, whose contracts and 
connections reach from Norfolk and from the Penn- 
sylvania railroad to Memphis, tothe lower Missis- 
Sippi and tothe lower Atlantic. They have paral- 
leied the old state system of railroads in Georgia. 
Mr. Seney has given moneyin Georgia. While 
pouring other money in to connect bis railroad 
parts, he has endowed an institutionat Macon and 
another at Oxford. 


Fruit Transportation. 
The Fruit Grower's convention, which met yester- 
day, devoted only & short period of time to a dis- 
cussion of the matter of transportation, leaving 
that matter for a fuller discussion at the meeting 


which will be held on the 24th of May. Atthat 
meeting there will doubtless be a very large attend- 
ance, and the matter of transportation will then be 
a live issue—more sothan it is now. The fruit- 


growers will find themselves brought face 
io face with the transportation problem 
and - their profits will depend on its 


speedy and satisfactory solution. It is estimated 
that in middle Georgia the cold left two-thirds of a 
full crop of early fruit, but elsewhere the reports 
show that the crop has been very seriously damaged 
by the frost. The matter of transportafion, of course. 
is not as serious a question as it was last yeer for 
two reasops. ‘Lhe crop is not to be as large, and the 
fruit growers know better than ever exactly what 
they want. The Austell refrigerator car company is 
under contract with the Central railroad, the West- 
ern and Atlantic, the South Carolina road and the 
Georgis railroad for the transportations of cars. A 


car was started yesterday to Charleston 
to Mr. John B. Peck, general mana- 
ger ort° the South Carolina railroad. He 


ordered two cars, but only one cou!d be furnished. 
The car will be loaded with perishable vegetab!es 
for the Cincinnati and Chicago markets. It is eyi- 
dent that the shipments of truck of a)! kinds will 
Jargely exceed previous years. Tho refrigerator car 
secnis to be the favorite method of shipping. There 
is a general complaint among shippers that stuff 
arrivesin bad order, and is damaged about one- 
third when shipped by the ordinary freight. I+: is 
easy to e&timate the amount of damage if one 
should take any vegetable or méionu and lay itou 
a shelf when the thermometer is oue hundred 
degrees It would be found that in. 
from twenty-four to thirty-six hours 
it would be rendered almost un- 
fit to beeaten. Put the same fruit ina heated 
carand it would be even worse after being handled 
and transported in bulk. Putthesame fruit or 
vegetables in a refrigerator car and after a week’s 
journey they will be found to be as fresh and nice 
us when they first Came from the garden, and they 
will remain so as long as they would have done if 
they had never been in the iced car. Judge John 
D., Cunningham, of the Orchard Hill nursenes, said 
toa CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday: 

**Last year I hireda Tiffany car, which isthe best 
patentknowa, and sent fruitin it to Chicago and 
Cincinnati. Aftera journey of seven or eight days 
they reached the market in good order and sold for 
better prices than any fruit l have 
ever shipped to these markets. The fruit was after 
its arrival shipped by express all overthe northwest 
and no complaints were made regarding the keep- 
ing<jualities after leaving the car. The Austell 
company is b iiding in addition to its cars some re- 
frigerators for the Ocean steamship company’s boats 
plying between Savannah, New York and Phila- 
delphia. They also intend to bring beef on the re- 
turn trips from the west. Mr. Austell says that the 
company will not charge exceeding two-thirds of 
the express rates of last year, and will risk the col- 
lection of the freight out of the produce shipped. 
A man will go with each car or train of ears to see 
that the temperature is kept even between 45 
and 50. The temperature has to be kept right, and 
it takes a skilled man to manage the business. For 
instance, if you cool a melon too rapidly the rind 
contracts so rapidly that the inside remaining the 
same causesthe melon to burst open. But when 
you cool it gradually itkeeps all right and remains 
fresh and nice. Mr. Peck, of the South Carolina 
railroad, is very anxious forthe Austell com papvy 
to take charge of his watermelon business and run 
ventilating cars. 

The great interest now feltin fruit and vegetable 
shipments to the north and west is due to the un- 
tiring efforts of Mr. William M. Wadley during his 
life, to Mr, Raoul, his successor, Mr. Joseph M.

HOVV TO RAISE HOGS. 
whe Want Full 


Valuable Information for Those 
Smoke House. 
T. J. Stonecypher in Toccoa, Ga., News. 

In view of the high price of bacon for the 
past few years it becomes our duty to turn 
our attention more to the hogthan formerly, 
in order to curtail the present high prices 
which many of us are having to pay. But 
here we meet with the cry of ‘‘chorera’’—*‘we 
cannot raise hogs’’—‘‘they will die with the 
cholera’’—and we are driven to pay the high 


prices thatare asked for bacon. Now 
there is not so much. cdolera after 
all, neither is there a 


eater compulsion laid upon us in having to 

uy, than that we lay upon ourselves by our 
own neglect. Notone tenth of all the hogs 
that sicken and die, die from the cholera, but 
rather from the lack of proper attention. 
True, hogs, like other stock, are subject to 
disease and death, but the disease that they 
are mostly troubled with and which causes so 
many of them to die, originates from an in- 
fection of worms, that aré produced either by 
too light feed, or too much sweet feed. Corn 
in a raw state, or too much sweet slops fed to 
hogs, without giving something to make it 
act promptly, is productive of worms. The 
best feed that can be given, so as to prevent 
the production of worms, is barnt corn and 
sléps, with occasionally a small quanity of 
spirits turpentine, or pulverized tobacco, or 
copperas and sulphur added, and if now and 
then an onion added, so much the’ better. 
This regimen will not only ward off the 
disease, but will destroy the worm and cure 
the hog of the disease so many of them die 
with. I speak not from mere supposition, 
but from actual observation founded upon 
years of experience in hog-raising.

THE BIG CASES. 


The Superior Court Does a Big Day's Werk—Murder 
and Assault to Rape. 

Yesterday wasa bigdayin the superior court. 
When the court met at half past eight, the jury in 
the case of Henry Johnson, returned a yerdict of 
guilty of murder and recommended the prisoner to 
the mercy of the court. A motion fora new trial in 


the case will be made and argued. 
The case of the state against Jules Soule, formerly 


leader of the Musical union band 
was taken up. Soule has had a very 
eventful experience. He committed several 


breaches of trust and was several times arrested,but 
succeeded in getting out of the law’s reach, until 
finally he landed in St. Augustine, Florida, where 
he joined the United States army. A requisition 
was made on the governor of Florida for Soule, but 
the oflicer in charge of the post at St. Augustine re- 
fused to surrender Soule. A correspondence en- 
sued between Governor Stephens and President 
Arthur, which resulted in an order being 
issued for Soule to be delivered to the authorities 
of Georgia, and that was accordingly done. Soule 
was brought back to Atlanta and remained in jail 
until yesterday, when his trial was begun. He was 
charged with larceny after trust delegated, and was 
convicted and sentenced to two years. There will 
be a motion for new trial in his case. 

The court after hearing Soule’s case went into the 
trial of the case of Robert Harold, charged with as- 
sault with intent to rape on a little girl of Mrs. 
Anna Sullivan, who lives on Fort street. It was 
charged that Harold got the little girl into a room 
in her mother sfhouse and endeavored{to commitan 
outrage upon her. He was acquitted.

A Small Attendaner, But Some Important Work—Dis- 
eussing the Size of the Peach Crop andthe Mat- 
ter of Transpertation—An Adjourned 
Bession to be Heid in May, Ete. 


The Georgia Fruit Growers’ association met in 
called session yesterday morning at ten o’clock in 
the rooms of the state department of agriculture. 
There wasa rather slim attendance in point of 
numbers, but over five hundred thousand trees 
were represented. Judge John D. Cunningham, 
‘the president of the association, was present and 
presided. Colonel J. S. Newman, the secretary, 


was prescnt. The discussion of questions 
before the association was informal, 
but some interesting and important 


facts were developed. Dr. Holliday, of Atlanta, 
stated that his late crop cf peaches was badly in- 
jured, but that he would have some early fruit but 
he was uncertain of the quantity. Dr. H. H. Cary, 
of Troup county, stated that his fruit was nearly all 
killed. He said there were about two hundred 
thousand trees in hissection, and he believed they 
were all in the same condition. Mr. Parnell, of 
West Point, was not present, but for his section Dr. 
Cary reported the crop so seriously injured that it 
would be impossible for him to ship in any 
quantity. Mr. Parnell afterwards was in the 


city and indorsed what Dr. Cary had said in refer- 
ence to his section. Mr. John Cunningham of 
the Orchard Hill nurseries stated that he would 
have a good crop ef early fruits but that the Chi- 
vese cling and the late crop had been destroyed or 
injured so that only athirdof acrop could be ex- 
pected. The early trees, he said, had as much on 
them as they could bear. He estimated his ship- 
ping crop o ches at thirty thousand crates or 
ten thousand bushels. He stated aiso that 


the _ increased acreage in truck, in 
Spalding county, was very «large and he 
thought that -there would . be at least 


one car load per day of truck from Spalding county 
during the shipping season. He stated that he had 
en largely himeelf of truck, such as cante- 
oupes, tomatoes and Irish potatoes. Mr. Cameron 
reported that he had been traveling through south- 
western Georgia, and that the acreage of water- 
melons and potatoes had been largely increased, 
but the fear of not being able to procure adequate 
transportation had prevented the panting of tender 
vegetables and strawberries. Mr. Simmons, of At- 
lanta, stated that he had inquiries from ‘— 
number of persons who were eugaged in fruck 
raising this year, and who had not been in the busi- 
ness before. A discussion arose as to how to plow 
orchards. Dr Cary stated that he had been trying 
to learn for ten years,and so far had been unsuc- 
cessful. Colonel Newman said the proper way was 
to plow them during the entire year when 
the ground was in season, with A 
sweep so as not to stir the ground 
more than two inches. Mr. Cunningham stated 
thathe agreed with Mr. Newman, but that the 
ground ought not to be plowed late in the summer 
us it induced a premature growth of buds which 
would be likely to be killed by the cold weather of 
the winter. Mr. Owens, of Cincinnati, said that 
there Was plenty of room for all the truck and fruit 
that could be raised in this countryifit could be 
janded in good order in the 
west. The transportation question was 
only briefly discussed. Mr. Simmons inquired 
how the fruit on the test shipments last year had 
turned out, and how much ice it required to refrig- 
erate to Cincinnati a carload of peaches. Judge 
Canningham replied that it took about eight tons. 
The transportation committee were granted further 
time to ascertain the probable quantity of fruitand 
perishable produce that would be shipped. They 
will report at the adjourned session. Dr. Cary in- 
troduced the follewing resolution: 

Resolved, That in consequence of the insuflicien- 
cy of the notice of this meeting and the consequent 
small attendance, the convention adjourn to meet 
in Atlanta at 10a. m., on May 24th, 

Resolve d further, That truck growers, represen- 
tatives of transportation companies and commis- 
sion merchants who handle fruit and vegetables be 
invited to attend the mecting. 

Resolved, That fruit and vegetable growers who 
find it impossible to attend be re- 
quested -to report to the secretary of the 
association an estimate of the numberof bushels of 
fruit and vegetables they will have for early ship- 
ments, 

The resolutions were passed. Colonel] J. 8. New- 
man, of Atlanta, is the secretary to whom the esti- 
mates should be sent. 

Mr. Hulbert, of the Southern express company, 
was asked when shipments would probably be be- 
gun. Hesaid thatthey would rot get well under 
way before the firstof Juneand that the earliest 
shipment he had ever known from this point was 
oh the 20th of May. 

The conventidn adjourned to meet on the 24th of 
May,at which time a full meeting is expected. The 
convention was in session only about an hour.
